Rev. & dear Sir: 

In response to your request I send you the following memoranda 
concerning Dr. Sheldon .Jackson. 
meomnel first met tir. Jackson in the spring of 1861, in the village 
of LaCrescent, Minnesota, where he had recently settled after giving 
up missionary work among the Choctaws. 

There were few professing Christians in La Crescent at that 
time, and no Presbyterians. It was, therefore, not strange that the 
coming of a Presbyterian family should be given a warm welcome by 
Mr. and Ure. Jackson, especially as the family came for the purpose 
of opening a school. 

It was in this Little village thet the great work which ir. 
Jackson has accomplished for Home Missions was begun, under circum- 
stances of such difficulty and discouragement that one with less 
courage would not have succeeded. 

Mr. Jackson was quick to see the possibility of gocd results in 
the future, as well as urgent necd in the present - with him oppor- 
tunity was inspiration, Toyalty to God, streng faith, zeal and 
power of endurance led him to encounter danger and privation to the 
extent (his friends often thought) of recklessness. 

The severe winter climate of Minnesota, the unsettled state of 
the country at that time, caused by the Civil War = and the Indian 
Massacre of 1862 - made the Missionary's life one of hardship and 
self-denial. Travel by stage in summer’ and by sleigh in winter was 
the only way settlements on the frontier could be reached, often re- 
quiring days and weeks of absence from home, leaving the missionary*s 
wife, lonely and anxious, to care for the home and children. 

The work of reaching out to destitute places deeply interested 
Mr. Jackson, his great desire was that every part of the country 
should be given educational and gospel privileges and to this end he 
gave his time and energies, regardless of personal cost. 

Mis confidence in the success of God's Kingdom seemed te inspire 
confidence in others. Appealing for aid his plea was - "Privilege 
to share in the Lord's work" and such was his power to impress others 
with this truth, that his appeals were seldom denied. 


Mr. Jackson was my pastor for seven years in Minnesota, three 
years in La Crescent and fovr years in Rochester. During that time 
I had the opportunitRK of being interested in his work of building up 
prosperous churches in both places, under most discouraging circum- 
stances. One or two instances will give an idea of the indifference 
ana lack of helpfulness on the part of the people in the beginning 
of the work. 

Thers was a time in Ta Crescent when the pastor was care-taker 
of the paace ef worship as well as preacher. If people were induced 
to attend church, it was at the expense of the pastor's time and 
strength - fortunately this state of affairs d@d not last as the 
people became interested and learned to love the church. 

On moving to Rochester, another method was adopted - people 
were asked to provide, furnishing and care for the place in which 
services would be held. Great was the surprise of the people who 
assembled for the first prayer meeting to find the/focom in darkness - 
but as songs of praise came from within, people eritered and managed 
to find seats. Prayers were offered, Hymns sung, remarks made, 
with a reminder at the close that provision for light be made before 
another meeting. The advice was heeded = no more praver meetings 
were held in darkness. 

Through the efforts of Mr. Jackson in obtaining aid from Hastern 
Ghurches and friends, a church building and manse were compieted in 
Rochester within thrce years, while the growth in membership had been 
such as to give the church the place of being third in size and ine 
fiuence among Presbyterian churches of the State. 

Many instances could be given showing the dangers and hardships 
encountered by r. Jackson in his efforts to reach distant places 
with the gospel. I accompanied him at one time when he was to hold 
evening service in a village twelve or fourteen miles distant from 
home. We started on Sunday afternoon in December, a mild day for 
that time of year, such as sometimes occurs before a severe storm. 
The ground was covered with snow and tne sky overcast with clouds. 
When but a short distance on our journey, snow besan to fall and con- 
tinued until we reached the village. 

Ry the time evening service was over it was evident we had en- 
countered a "Minnesota Blizzard." The following morning the snow 
almost reached the tops of the doors and windows. Fearing we might 
become snowbound, preparation was made for starting home as early as 
possible. Friends urged difficulty of travel over unbroken roads 
and danger of freezing should the cold increase. Mr. Jackson ine 
sisted upon returning without delay. 

We found soon after starting that we must travel at a slow pace, 
as the freshly fallen snow came almost to the shoulders of the horse 


and into the sleigh. We were hardly out of sight of the village VY 


before Mr. Jackson attempted to break a way by walking in front of 
the horse, but it was not long before he found that his strength was 
not equal to his determination - he was overcome with fatigue - we 
must trust to the strength of the horse, which was most discouraging 
as he already showed lack of strength. 

Tate in the day we had traveled but a short distance, not having 
gene half way to the stage road. About twilight we encountered a 
deep drift of snow through which the horse could not drag the sleigh - 
trembling with fatigue he refused to take another step. Asp night 
Was coming on Mr. Jackson must go in search of help ~- I must remain 
in the sleigh, while he would go on the horse tc find a place of 
shelter. There was no sign eof habitation, only a vast field of 
snow as far as we could see, with a bleak sky above, while about us 
was an overpowering silence, such ag is only caused by intense cold 
in a desolate rerion. 

After an hour's absence ‘r. Jackson returned, having found, a 
mile away, a Norwegian hut - with father and five children who could 
speak but little English, but who would give us shelter. Hoping 
to find a more comfortable place, Mr. Jackson went some distance bee 
yond where he found the home of a German; here we were refused shelter 
or any assistance that night. We decided to go to the Norwegian 
hut. The sleigh must be left until the next day - Yr. Jackson would 
walk and I ride the horse. In this way we started but had gone but 
a little way when, on looking back, I saw tr. Jackson disappear almest 
entirely from sight in the depths of snow. Fearing he would become 
exhausted I urged him to share the horse with me, with reluctance he 
at iast consented to do so by gettins up behind me. 

A bitter cold wind was blowing - by the time the hut was reached 
we were in a frame of mind to appreciate shelter and comfort, if not 
of the choicest. Shelter and food were asked for the horse. 

Neither could be furnished - there was not a place wnere the horse 
could be tied but to the door, not a tree or shrub was in sight. 

_ With such exposure the horse would die - we must go on to the next 
house and insist on having shelter. 

Suffering intensely from cold, we reached the place and asked 
the privilege of sitting by the fire through the night and also a 
place of sheiter for the horse. On learning that itr. Jackson was 
a minister, we were given a warm welcome, a good supper was provided 
and a place for sleeping - I to share a bed with the mother and baby, 
while 2 bed was arranged for itr. Jackson and the man of the house 
in an unoccupied room, made comfortable by the use of hot rocks. 

The elder children slept on sacks, filled with straw, in frontef the 
fire. The horse was given food and shelter in a shed adjoining the 
house. 

Our narrow escape from freezing was realized the next day, 


when we reached home late and learned of the severe cold all over 
the state, many sheep and cattle perished and a number of people 
were frozen to death, 

Mr. Jackson seemed to lose all fear of danger when there were 
obstacies to“overcone. Accompanied by a lady friend, I went with 
him te attend a Presbyterial meeting held at a distance. On our 
Way we came to & stream that must be crossed by boat. We found the 
ferryman lived on the opposite side and must be signaled to come for 
US» After vainly trying to attract his attention, Mr. Jackson said 
he could wait no longer but would drive over. Locking out for a 
place where there scemed the least danger, he started across = soon 
the horsekwas swimming and the water flowing through the carrage - 
but we finally reached the shore in safety. Neo time was gained, 
however, as we had to spend some hours in drying our clothes. 

Being reserved in manner and speech, lr. Jackson was sometimes 
misjudged by those who khew him slightly and whe thought him un- 
sympathetic, but few were more thoughtful of others than he or more 
ready and watchful to do a kindness, as many who remember his favors, 
with gratitude, could testify. There were times when his home bee 
came a distributing agency of supplies and comforts, obtained by 
him te relieve the need felt in homes off the frontier. 

Whatever mistakes he may have made in the manner of doing his 
work, they were not of the heart, his juggment may have been at 
fault, but not his motive, The abuse and criticism of politicians 
who feared his influence with the Government, and the envious attacks 
of some Christian workers, who imagined he claimed credit for work 
fn some quarters that was not his due - are of littis force when come 
pared With the resulta of nearly fifty Nears' work for the glory of 
God and the good of humanity. |

Before you went to Philadelphie, 
as you may recall, you suggested to me that it would be 
well to have the new Alaskan Assistant, when he should 
come, put in training to take general charge of the 
work of the Alaska Division whenever you should find it 
necessary to lay down the burden of that work. The 
suggestion seemed to me a wise one, and I had in mind a 
possibility of making such an arrangement at some 
indefinite time in the future. As I have given further 
thought and attention to the matter, and to the progress 


of the concerns of the Alaska Division, it has become

Clear to me that it will be best to put Mr. Updegraff in 
full charge of the Division immediately. In view, 
however, of the paternal relation in which you stand to 
the development of schools and industrial education in 
Alaska, in which you have done a work which I regard 
with deep respect and Ler Arahen ard in view also of the 
fund of information which you possess relative to the 
work which must be done in the inmediate future by the 
Alaska Division, I am not willing that your connection 
with that work should close at this time, if you are 
able to go on with it for the time being. 

I have, accordingly, recommended to the 
Secretary of the Interior that Mr. Updegraff be made head 
of the Alaska Division, his salary to be at the rate of 
$2,500. per year, and that you be continued as General 
Agent of Education in Alaska at a salary of $2,400. per 
year, beginning with the first of May; and this 
recommendation has been approved. The official 
notification will be given in due time, but I am writing 
this personal letter to give you the earliest information 


of the change, and to express my earnest hope that the
